While Paris dispatches said thn 


bombs fell in the heart of the 
French capital as well as on the 
outskirts,

tary targets in the Paris region. 


It was the first Paris air raid 
alarm since May 21. 
Streets were ripped up and lit- 


tered with twisted steel, broken 
tiles, stones and rubbl. 
Great columns of black smoke

where the main force of the Ger- 
man attack apparently was felt. 
The crash ot bombs was heard 
all over the capital, suddenly rous- 
ed to alarm from the lethargy of 
a bright June day.

PARIS, June 3.—(tP)—Forty-five persons were kill- 


ed and 149 injured in Paris and its outskirts today in 
the German air attack on the capital, it was officially 
announced tonight. 


The official figures were eight dead in Paris itself, 


37 in the outskirts; 54 wounded in the city, 95 in the 
outskirts. 


The raiders dropped a total of 1,050 bombs in the 


Paiis, area, the announcement said, of which 83 fell in 
Paris proper and 557 in the nearby outskirts. 


Four schools in Paris and four more in the suburbs

a gain. 
Two enumerators in the city of 


Corsicana 
still 
have not

pleted their work. No official inti- 
mation has been available as to 
the

enumeration, 


but judging from conditions .en- 
countered and reported from oth- 
er areas, it seems safe to predict 
a possible slight increase in the 
city's number.

ed was a 17-year-old boy killed. 
Neither ship was carrying B.E.F. 
wounded. 
Prominent Britons Killed. 


A warning to expect the army's 
casualties of the war so far was 
indicated by disclosure that the 
Duke of Northumberland and oth- 
er prominent Britons had been kill- 
ed in action in Flanders. 
Besides the 27-year-old duke, a 
lieutenant In the Grenadier Guards, 
other known casualties were Eve- 
lyn Boscawen, 23, lieutenant in the 
Coldstream Guards and heir to 
Viscount Falmoitth, killed; and 
30-year-old Viscount Cowdray, a 
captain in the Sussex Yeomanry, 
whose left arm was amputated. 
Two bombs were dropped at For- 


est Row, Sussex in southern Eng- 
land. Villagers expressed 
belief, 


however, that the raider had lost 
his way and merely was Jettisoning 
his bombs. Some^damage was done, 
but the only casualty was a woman 
cut by flying glass. 


Still 
tightening their defenses 
against direct invasion, the Brit- 
ish pushed their round-up of sus- 
pected "fifth columnists" and an- 
nounced creation of a scientific 
food committee to appraise Brit- 
ain's food needs exactly and study 
how to fill them.

E. F. be sent to France "at the 
earliest possible moment" and that 
Britain be turned into an "island 
fortress armed and vigilant to re- 
sist every onslaught and subter- 
fuge." 


The nation was cheered by War 


Secretary 
Anthony 
Eden's 
an- 


nouncement that "more than four- 
fifths" of the British troops which 
the Germans had claimed "trap- 
ped" In Flanders 
have 
reached 
England. 


Eden Indicated that more than 


140,000 Britishers had been res- 
cued In addition to "tens of thous- 
ands of our French allies." 
He 


said that other French troops had 
been removed to France. 


Although large units of the allied 
navies were employed around Dun- 
kerque, the operations were car- 
ried out at the same time rein- 
forcements were being sent to the 
British-French 
naval 
concentra- 


tion in the eastern Mediterranean, 
it was said. 


Informed sources said the Medi- 
terranean fleet has been "consid- 
erably" strengthened to meet any 
eventuality and Is now more than 
a match for any sea force Italy 
could muster in event of her en- 
try into the war, 


Gone An fur As Possible, 


Diplomatic circles said the al- 
lies had gone as far as they can 
go in offering to negotiate with 
Premier Mussolini for satisfaction 
of Italy's "legitimate aspirations." 


Operations on the

front were highlighted by .official 
announcement of new British suc- 
cesses In the air over Dunkerque. 
The air ministry delared that 
British fighter planes had destroy- 
ed or severely damaged 109 Ger- 
man planes Jn that area over the 
week end and estimated British 
tosses at 37. 
' American-built Hudson bombers 
were credited with playing an im- 
portant part in these air battles. 
Three 
Hudson, the air ministry 
said, broke up a formation of 40 
German planes maneuvering to at- 
tack a convoy, and in 13 minutes 
shot down three Junkers 87 dive 
bombers. 


England, In the midst of Intense 


home defense preparations, receiv- 
ed a fresh air raid scare yesterday 
when an unidentified aircraft drop- 
ped two bombs In open country in 
Norfolk county, about 100 miles 
northeast of London. No damage 
was done. 


Late last night the sound of ma-

It seems to me that Mussolini's 
attitude may have considerable to 
do with Hitler's plans. That Is, 
if Jl Duce is ready to get Into the 
war with both fept. tho nazi chief- 
tain might undertake more ambi- 
tious things. However, I don't be- 
lieve Hitler will wait on Mussoli- 
ni, if tho latter isn't ready for 
action.

All things considered, and 
despite thc fuehrer's great ambi- 
tion to invade England, the most 
feasible operation for him would 
seem to be an all-out assault on 
tho French. 


For one thing, before trying to 
invade Britain he must gain un- 
disputed possession of the Eng- 
lish channel coast and 
consoli- 
date his positions over the zone 
of the battlo of 
Flanders. Port* 
destroyed In the recent fighting 
must be rebuilt. All that will take 
time and Is something he could 
pursue while attacking France. 


Britain Crippled Temporarily 
Further, until Britain can reor- 


ganize hot- land forces she can't 
give her ally full old on the bat- 
tle front. There Is also the fact 
that allied Generalltsstmo 
Wey- 
gand already has his fighting line 
fairly well reorganized from 
the 


English 
channel 
right 
across 


northern France to the Maglnot 
defenses, and it is apparent that 
it would be unwise to give him too 
much tlmo to strengthen his posi- 
tion. 


It must be assumed that an on- 
slaught on tho French armies 
would not leave England free to 
make her own preparations un- 
hampered. 
Hitler 
undoubtedly 
would utilize his new watr-basos on 
the coast for intensive bombing 
of English ports and Industrial 
areas, with the idea of destroying 
shipping and wiping out as many 
as possible of the plants essen- 
tial to the manufacture of war 
supplies. 


Despite all the rush 
to 
get 


ready for another offensive there 
is still a possibility that Hitler 
may try to Impose peace terms on 
ono or both of the allies. He prob- 
ably has small hope that any pro- 
posals will succeed, as tho British 
and French have reiterated their 
determination to stand 
together 
and sc0 the war through to a 
finish.

RAIL COMMISSION 
ORDER WAS UPHELD 
DY SUPREME COURT 


ROWAN AND NICHOLS CASE 


REVERSED AND SUSTAINS 


COMMISSION RIGHTS 


WASHINGTON, June 
3—(/P)— 


The supremo court sustained today 
an August 20, 1938, order by the 
Texas Railroad commission—as ap- 
plied to the Rowan and Nichols Oil 
company—prorating the production 
of oil in the East Texas field. This 
was regarded as a test case,. 


Justice Frankfurter delivered the 


decision that reversed a ruling by 
the fifth federal circuit court en- 
joining: enforcement of the order 
against this company. 
It was a 6 to 3 decision. Justice 


Roberts wrote a dissenting- opinion. 
In which Chief Justice Hughes and 
{justice McRcynolds concurred. 


Frankfurter said that "If the his- 


tory of proration Is any guide,' the 
present order is but one more item 
in a continuous series of. adjust- 
ments." 
'It is not for the federal courts," 


he said, "to supplant the commis- 
sion's Judgment even In the face of 
convincing proof that a different 
result would have been better." 
Since then, other orders have 


been issued by the commission In- 
creasing the total production al- 
lowed in the field from 552,000 to 
690,000 barrels per day. They have 
not been applied to the Rowan 
and Nichols and their enforcement 
has been enjoined at the request of 
the Humble Oil and Refining com- 
pany. This litigation also is pending 
before the supreme court. 
Texas contended the 
proration 


was necessai-y to conserve the oil 
supply in the rich East Texas field. 
A formula was worked out to de- 
termine how much each company 
could produce. 


The Rowan and Nichols company 


contended the formula discriminat- 
ed against It and resulted in an 
unconstitutional "confiscation" of 
its property. 


To Review Humble Case 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
3.—(IP)— 


The supreme court agreed today 
o review a decision enjoining the 
Texas Railroad commission from 
enforcing against the Humble Oil 
and Refining company orders pro- 
rating the production of oil in tho 
East Texas field. 


The tribunal took this action aft- 


er sustaining an earlier order issued 
by the commission so far as its ap- 
plication to the Rowan and Nichols 
Oil company was concerned.
